In  the  meane  time  let  me  tell  yc  a  lamentable  Tragcdie,  afted  by  the  Prekcie,  a- 
gainft  the  poore  Players  of  the  Fortune  Play-houfe,  which  made  them  fiag 

Fortune  my  foe  whj  dufi  thonfrowne  on  metdcc, 
or  having  gotten  a  new  old  PJay,  called  The  CarMmdls  Confftrack,  whom 
tlicy  brought  upon  the  Stage  in  as  great  ftate  as  they  coutd,with  Altars,  Imaues^Crof^ 
fes,  Crucifixes,  and  the  like,  to  fet  forth  his  pomp  and  pride.  But  wofull  was*\he  fight 
to  fee,  how  in  the  middeft  of  alhheir  mirth,  the  Pucfevants  came  and  feazcd  upon  the 
poore  Cardinall,  and  all  his  Conforts,  and  carried  them  away.  And  when  they  were 
queftioned  for  it,  in  the  high  CommifTion  Court,  they  pleaded  Ignorance,  and  tol4 
the  /Vchbifhop,  that  they  tooke  thofe  examples  of  their  Altars^  Images,  and  the  like, 
frorfi  He.uhen  Authors,  This  did  fomewhat  ajOr,vage  his  anger,  that  they  did  not  bring 
him  on-the  Stage  ;  but  yet  they  were  fined  for  it,  and  after  a  lixtle  im.prifonment  gat 
c'leir  liberty.  And  having  nothing  left  them  but  a  few  old  Swords  and  Bucklers,  they 
fell  to  a6l  the  valiant  Scot,  which  they  played  five  dayes  with  great  applaufe,  which 
vcxpthc  Buliops  worfe  than  the  other,  infomuch  that  they  were  forbidden  playing  it 
any  more,  and  fomc  of  them  prohibited  ever  Playing  againe. 

Well  (quoth  fVillie)  let  the  Bifliops  be  angry  as  they  will,  we  have  afted  the  Vol- 
ant Scot  bravely  at  Barwick^,  ^S^jffj^ver  J  live  to  come  to  London ^  He  make  one  my 
felfe  to  make  up  the  number,  th^nAiy  be  a6led  there  too,  and  that  with  a  new  addi. 
tion,  for  I  can  tell  thee,  here's  matter  enough,  and  ye  ken  chat  I  can  Fence  bravely, 
flifli  flaili  with  the  bed  of  them. 

Nay  fqaoth  Jamie)  I  beleeve  you  may  fave  that  labour,  for  every  Ladde  at  London 
learnes  to  exercife  his  Armcs :  There  has  beene  brave  branding  amongfl:  the  Boycs 
there  upon  this  bufinefle,  andthey  have  divided  themfelvcs  into  three  Companies 
The  Princes y  The  l^eenesy  zndTheDuk^  ofYorke:  The  firft  was  called  the  JE^glifi, 
thefecondthc  French,  2nd  lUc  Duk^  of  Tories  were  called  the  Scots  Company ,  who 
were  like  brave  blades  were  like  t©  beate  both  the  other  two.  And  I  can  tell 
thee,  that  there  has  beene  fuch  hot  fervice  among  them,  that  fome  of  their  youngeft 
SouHicrshave  been  faine  to  be  carried  heame  out  of  the  Field  :  whereupon  it  was 
blabbed  abroad ,  that  Bojes  had  done  more  then  men  durft  doe  here  at  Barwicke.

So  it  lecms.(quoth  Im  e,)  but  iFany  thing  were  worth  the  hearing  it  H-tould  be  pro- 
claimed with  Found  oFtrumper;as  ye  ken  the  laft  Leiu  the  Troopers  uFed  to  ride  up'and 
down  ftrcets  From  City  to  Court,  and  from  Court  to  Country  avith  their  trumpets  be-
